He led 
the dog a block or more from the scene of 
his intended crime, and tied it to a post. 

Then armed with two revolvers and a 
dagger he returned to the Toliver home and 
waited for his victims. 

As Toliver and his wife rode up to their 
home in their automobile, Lewis opened fire. 
Those who heard? the fusillede sag be fired 
nineteen shota 

Mrs. Toliver was shot in the mouth and in 
the head. Both wounds were mortal, but 
the woman staggered into the house, reached 
the telephone, and tried, in her dying mo- 
ments to bring the police

RIOT CONDITIONS REPORTED WORSE 


HAVANA, May 26.—President Gomez to- 
day sent a cablegram te President Taft in 
which he protests in friendly but frm terms 
against intervention by the United States. 

“It ig my duty to say that so serious a 
resolution alarme and hurts the feelings of a 
people who love and are jealous of their in- 
dependence,“ he says, after reciting that he 
had received from United States Minister 
Beapre a note informing. him that the 
Washington government had ordered a gun- 
boat to Nipe bay and a strong nave! concen- 
tration at Key West in anticipation of event- 
valities; and also, in event that the Cuban 
government was unable to protect American 
property, it was the intention to land forces 
for that purpose. 


Doing Its Utmost. 

President Gomez says the government is 
doing its utmost, having within four days 
sent 3,000 troops by land and sea to crush the 
rebels in Oriente, and in that short time hav- 
ing restored order in all parts of the island 
with that exception. 

He also says that 9,000 rifies with ammun!i- 
tinn have been distributed tq loyal citizens 
and that the government is prepared to flood 
the comparatively small disturbed section 
with regulars and volunteers. 


Appealed To as Cuba’s Friend. 

„ appeal to vou, he continues, “as a 
loyal friends of Cuba, respecting its rights, 
that you wil} be convinced that this govern 
ment is capable and sufficiently supported 
by the yalor and patriotism et the Cuban 
people to deal promptly with a few unfor- 
tunate and misguided persons without rea- 
son or flag. 

“If you understand these conditions, you 
will perceive that it is not the part of a 
friendly government to contribute, under 
such circumstances, to the embarrassment 
of a government and people such as those 
of Cuba, placed, it is true, in unfortunate 
conditions, but net lacking in ite methods, 
patriotism, and courage.” 


Rebel Forces Twice Routed. 

SANTIAGO, Cuba, May 26.—Troops under 
Col. Macheda today had an engagement at 
Parra) with the rebels, in which a number of 
the rebels are reported to have ben killed 
or wounded, the remainder being dispersed. 

At Tiguabos, near Guantanamo, govern- 
ment forces routed a band of insurgents 
killing several. 

Great alarm is felt at Baracoa. The town 
is without protection and is cut off from com- 
muniéation with the interior. An urgent 
appeal has been made to the government to 
send a gunboat. . 

The rebels have again surrounded Palma 
Soriano, north of Santiago, the inhabitants 
of which are vainly appealing for protection. 


MARINES TO BE LANDED. 

Washington, D. C., May 26.-—-[Special.]— 
American intervention in Cuba daily appears 
more probable It is admitted that marines 
are to be landed at Guantanamo te pro- 
tect American interests. 

Every effort is being made to concentrate 
a force as soon as possible within striking 
distance of Cuba. Besides the 2,300 marines 
on the battleships of the third and fourth 
divisions of the North Atlantic fleet, now en 
route to Key West, more marines are being 
rushed overland from Charleston, & C., te 
Key West. 

The state department, however, denies in- 
tervention is contemplated. It is said it will 
be resorted to only as a last step and land- 
ing of troops to prot@ct American interests, 
it te asserted, will vot necessarily cause in- 
tervention. 

Situation Grows Worse.

Victim Carried to Another Hos 
pital, Where He Dies in Few 
Hours; Now Seek His 
Assailant.

Scanty reports made to the police show that 
Paprulas and his brother, George, 7214 Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, boarded a Blue Island 
avenue car at Twelfth street. What started 
the fight is not definitely known. The police 
got into the affair when the brothers were 
thrown off the backplatform, William bieed- 
ing freely. His head looked as if it had been 
struck with a controller. The conductor, 
Peter J. Campbell, 2306 Blue Island avenue, 
was allowed to go. 


Both Taken to Station. 

While William was being treated at the 
county hospital the brother was taken to 
Maxwell street station. William was brought 
there and locked up. Both were released on 
bonds later. ‘ 

On their way home Wiliam suddenly de- 
came ill and was carried hastily to the Lin- 
coln hospital, 2048 Calumet avenue. By that 
time it was apparent he had a bad case of 
cerebral hemorrhage, and at 8 o'clock he 
died. This was six hours after he had beer 
patched up at the county hospital. The 
police were notified and detectives sent out 
to arrest the conductor. 

Dr. D. P. Teter, assistant superintendent 
at the county hospital, expressed surprise 
when told of the patient's death following 
his discharge, but declined to blame the ex- 
arnining physician.

Taft and Reosevelt Each See Victory 
fn Tomorrow's Primaries. 


Newark, N. J. May 26—President Taft, 
ex-President Roosevelt; and Senator La Fol- 
lette ‘rested today after three days of 
the hardest campaigning they have expe 
rienced since they began the fight for the 
Republican presidential nomination. 

The president and Col. Roosevelt each 
has made over forty speeches nde last 
Thursday and they plan to wind up their 
epeaking tours by two days more of rigorous 
work. 

Senator La Follette has made fewer 
speeches, but has addressed many thousands 
of voters. 

Gov. Wilson’s supporters declare his speech 
at Jersey City last night defined the prin- 
cipal issue at stake in the Democratic pri- 
mary campaign. The governor asserted 
the real instructions given the “ unin- 
structed "’ delegates on the Democratic ticket 
would be “anybody but Wilson.“ 

Two Campaigns Differ. 

The Republican and Democratic 
in New Jersey differ widely in that the 
Republican candidates have made their ap- 
peals upon national issues, while Gov. Wil- 
son and his supporters and the local speakers 
who are pleading for the defeat of the gov- 
ernor have dwelt upon the party struggle 
within the state. 

Each Candidate Claims State. 

Both sides claim the four delegates at large 
who will be elected by the vote of the whole 
state, and at least sixteen of the twenty- 
four district delegates.
